They weer like some new wave band 


All around nice guy Ben Vaughn may be the closest thing we'll 
ever gee to Sonny Bono. While both performers are shamefully 
underrated Vaughn is the one who takes his show on the road. 
Ironically this show was to have happened about six years ago at 
O'Cayz Corral but Vaughn's van broke down in Iowa (at least it 
wasn't a plane.) That Chilton performance was opened by the Other 
Kids. 

Touring to promote his new record Vaughn had the mostly 
‘college-agers eating out of his hand. His sing-alongs and call and 
response tunes are generally upbeat with some being a bit twisted | 
with wry irony. The audience knew much of the material and! 
shouted requests, some of which the singer performed to 
accompaniment of an accordionist and/or a very good sounding drum 
machine. (After the show Vaughn said the drum machine is helpful 
in keeping people's attention in settings where an acoustic guitar 
issn't enough.) 

He encored with a haunting version of Tom T. Hall's That's How 
I.got to Memphis. After seeing Vaughn live for the second time 
it's become pretty obvious that the guy's records don't do him 
justice.
